As the resu lt of a shootin g fray in 
Kn ightstown abou t six o’clock last 
ev en in g, lan d i Bern an d i, an Italian , 
an d Mr. an d Mrs. Fred Smith, all of 
Kn ightstown , are seriou sly in ju red , 
two from gu n wou n d s an d the other 
as the resu lt of bein g beaten ov er the 
(head with a chair. It was ru mored 
this aftern oon that mob v iolen ce was 
feared an d that there was d an ger of 
the Italian bein g 
ly n ched , bu t this 
story is n ot tru e accord in g to word 
from Kn ightstown late this aftern oon . 
Last n ight it was reported that Smith 
an d the Italian wou ld d ie, bu t the lat­ 
est word from their bed sid es is that 
they will recov er from their in ju ries. 
Bern an d i 
board s at the 
Smith 
home, where the shootin g took place 
last ev en in g. 
Smith, who is a d ay 
laborer in Kn ightstown , wen t home 
last n ight abou t ¡su pper Kijn e an d 
fou n d Bern an d i there with his wife. 
Smith accu sed the Italian of bein g 
too in timate with his wife, which pre­ 
cipitated the fight. It is said that hot 
word s followed an d Bern an d i picked 
u p a chair, strikin g Smith ov er the 
head with it. He beat Smith u p con ­ 
sid erably , ev en thou gh Mrs. Smith 
tried to in terfere, an d fled . 
Fearin g that her hu sban d 'had been 
mu rd ered , as the blood was spu rtin g 
from his head , Mrs. Smith followed 
Bern an d i in to 'the street, screamin g 
an d callin g for help. 
The 
Italian 
d rew a rev olv er an d shot Mrs. Smith, 
the lon e bu llet en terin g her head , ju st 
below on e of her ey es. 
Mrs. Smith 
fell to the grou n d an d other people 
who had arriv ed at the Smith home 
took u p the chase after the Italian . 
Ju liu s Bell was almost in the act 
of catchin g Bern an d i, when the Ital­ 
ian tu rn ed the gu n on 
himself an d 
shot. 
lie was arrested an d taken to 
jail, where he is bein g cared for. 
It 
was reported 
that the 
Italian at­ 
tempted to shoot Bell bu t that he was 
shot- in the scu ffle, when the gu n was 
accid en tally d ischarged . 
The story 
is n ot giv en cred en ce an d it is said 
that the Italian sou ght to en d his own 
life, fearin g that he had killed either 
on e or both of his v ictims. 
Bern an d i 
came to 
Kn ightstown 
with the con stru ction gan g when work 
was first started to elev ate the Pen n ­ 
sy lv an ia tracks throu gh Kn ightstown . 
He had been con v icted on ce for op­ 
eratin g a blin d tiger in Kn ightstown 
an d it is said that he has been in that 
particu lar bu sin ess most of the time. 
Bern an d i has been hoard in g at the 
Smith home for some time an d it has 
been common gossip abou t the town 
that he an d Mrs. Smith were on v erv 
in timate terms. 
The Smith family has n ot liv ed in 
Kn ightstown 
man y 
y ears. 
Mrs. 
Smith has n ot 
established a 
v erv 
good repu tation d u rin g her stay there 
if all reports are triie.

F. MeClan alhan in West Fifth street 
last ev en in g while the family was at 
chu rch an d secu red eight d ollars in 
mon ey . 
En tran ce to the hou se was 
gain ed by pry in g open a win d ow in 
the rear part of the hou se. 
Who ev er d id the job was 'after 
mon ey on ly , as there was a d iamon d 
rin g an d sev eral pieces 
of jewelry 
lay in g on a stan d in the room where 
the mon ey was fou n d . The light was 
fou n d lit when Dr. McClan ahan an d 
family retu rn ed home an d an in v esti­ 
gation d isclosed the 
robbery . 
The 
police were n otified bu t hav e n o clu e, 
ex cept that amon g the coin s taken 
was a two d ollar an d a 
half gold 
piece which may lead to 'the arrest of 
the gu ilty party if an effort is mad e 
to pass it. 
The police had >a rather bu sy time 
Satu rd ay n ight. They were called to 
the west part of the city abou t eight 
thirty o’clock to in v estigate a fight. 
Lige Pea was fou n d to be in a seriou s 
con d ition as the resu lt of an attack, 
mad e on him by James Pea. 
Lige claims that James

Pea say s that he was a t­ 
tacked by James an d

His face

somethin g. 
A search was started for his as­ 
sailan t an d lie was fou n d abou t elev ­ 
en o’clock an d placed in jail. 
Pea 
was arraign ed before May or Black 
this morn in g, bu t becau se of the in ­ 
ability of Lige to appear, the ease 
was con tin u ed u n til tomorrow after­ 
n oon .

hail. 
James Pea has a su spen d ed sen ­ 
ten ce to the State 
prison 
han gin g 
ov er him. He was giv en two to fou r­ 
teen y ears, October 7 . 1000. an d fin ed 
n in e d ollar an d costs in the circu it 
cou rt. 
The sen ten ce was su spen d ed 
on con d ition of good behav ior.

has v iolated his parole.

He 
pleased a large crowd with his ora­ 
tory an d his origin al id eas. 
He d i­ 
v id ed his topic in to three su bjects, 
the phy sical, men tal an d moral pow­ 
er. 
Mr. Piatt allu d ed to the stron g 
man who d ecid es fro take a d rin k an d 
then leav e it alon e, as an ex ample of 
phy sical power. 
He pictu red liqu or 
wou ld ev en tu ally get the better of 
him an d lie wou ld be red u ced to the 
mere shad ow7 of a man . 
As » an ex ample of the men tal power 
the speaker referred to two farmers 
who trad e horses. 
He said that on e 
man has the pow er 'to trad e an d beat 
his n eighbor ou t of a horse an d some 
“boot” while the other stood id ly by 
an d believ ed that he was makin g a 
good trad e. 
Tie spoke <tf trad es in 
high fin an ces as an other ex ample an d 
the powers which some men cou ld 
d raw u pon to cheat their fellows. 
Mr. Piatt referred to moral pow­ 
er" as that which co uld Ik* u sed to 
be<*t ad v an tage to d o good . 
Tie said 
that moral power was pu t to wron g 
u ses more than 
an y other 
power 
which he ou tlin ed in his brief ad ­ 
d ress. 
He sa id that often those of 
high posit ion in pu bic life who hav e 
the moral power are too timid to u se 
it an d often allow social ev ils to go 
u n heed ed when they cou ld ex ert a 
great in flu en ce by u sin g their powers. 
Lu cas’ orchestra fu rn ished the in ­ 
stru men tal mu sic for the occasion . 
Dr. C. IT. Parson s was the chairman 
of the meetin g. 
At n o chu rch in the city w7as Eas­ 
ter more 
appropriately 
celeb ra'ted 
than ait the First Presby terian chu rch 
where <a special program wTas car­ 
ried ou t at both the mou n tin g an d 
ev en in g serv ice. 
The programs in ­ 
clu d ed sev eral beau tifu l an thems by 
the choir an d a solo by Hale Pearsey 
in the ev en in g. The Rev . J. B. Meach- 
am preached to the Kn ights Templar 
in the morn in g, six ty members in fu ll 
u n iform atten d in g the serv ice in a 
bod y . 
The chu rch in ferior was v ery 
tastefu lly 
d ecorated 
with 
Easter 
flowers. 
The Su n d ay school at the St. Pau l 
M. E. chu rch observ ed the d ay with 
a short program at the regu lar hou r 
in the mou rn in g.

Mr. 
Maple was grad u ated from Earlham 
College a few y ears ago. It was there 
that he met bis wife an d their college 
roman ce cu lmin ated in the marriage. 
All thiat is mortal of Mrs. Maple 
will arriv e in Richmon d tomorrow, 
where the last sad rites will be per­ 
formed ov er the grav e. The bod y will 
be bu ried in the old cemetery ju st 
back of the Earlham college campu s, 
where the y ou n g lov efs, as 
college 
Stu d en ts, took man y strolls in the 
moon light an d d reamed of the joy s 
that they were to hav e in this life. 
Bu t their ha,]£ >y life that they fan cied 
in their d ay d reams was of short d u ­ 
ration . 
Mr. Maple an d Miss Hu ff en tered 
Earlham College together an d formed 
a warm acqu ain tan ceship which grew 
in to mu tu al ad miration for on e an ­ 
other.

Maple an d n ot man y hou rs 
passed 
before 'the y ou n g mother d ied . 
Mrs. Maple was the d au ghter of 
Mr. an d Mrs. Charles B. Hu ff of Mar­ 
tin sv ille. 
Mr. Hu ff own s a large d e­ 
partmen t store in that city . Mr. an d 


M r s . Hu ff hu rried to the bed sid e of 
•their d au gher as soon as 'they receiv ­ 
ed word that she was seriou sly ill an d 
arriv ed there before she d ied . 
Mrs. 
Maple was well kn own by the Earl­ 
ham College grad u ates an d 
former 
stu d en ts here 
an d was 
regard ed , 
while in college, as a v ery accom­ 
plished an d beau tifu l y ou n g woman . 
Mr. Maple, who 
was 
born an d 
reared in this cou n ty , is also well 
kn own here, especially by the Hkmrl- 
ham college clan . He was v ery pop­ 
u lar while in Earlham College an d 
took part in man y of the stu d en t ac­ 
tiv ities. He was on e of the best ath­ 
letes which the Qu akers ev er tu rn ed 
ou t.

In an effort 
to secu re a n ew trial for Ben Noble, 
the y ou n g man 
who on ce 
plead ed 
gu ilty of the charge of 
mu rd erin g 
Spragu e, bu t who afterward chan ged 
his min d an d Stood trial, attorn ey s 
hav e been rakin g three cou n ties with 
a fin e tooth comb. 
Lewis Hard in g, a 
Green sbu rg attorn ey , who is on e of 
the lawy ers represen tin g Noble, who 
mad e an affid av it in which he more or 
less d irectly accu ses Mrs. Spragu e of 
killin g her hu sban d an d then placin g 
the blame on Noble. 
Mrs. Spragu e, who 
n ow liv es at 
Clifford , was horrified when she read 
the affid av it 
Hard in g had prepared . 
She has been u n d er a great n erv ou s 
strain ev er sin ce her hu sban d was 
killed an d this strain has con tin u ed 
d u rin g the time she was forced to sell 
off her thin gs, mov e to Bartholomew 
cou n ty an d then go throu gh a trial at 
which Noble was con v icted an d sen ­ 
ten ced to prison for life. Now to cap 
it all she is accu sed of bein g the per­ 
son who slew Spragu e, the 
charge 
comin g from the 'attorn ey who is try ­ 
in g to secu re Noble’s liberty . 
Frien d s of Mrs. Spragu e an d the 
people gen erally in the Clifford n eigh­ 
borhood are con sid erably wrou ght u p 
ov er the affid av it of Attorn ey Hard ­ 
in g. 
They say n othin g is 
fu rther 
from the tru th than the e In arge that 
Mrs. Spragu e 
killed her 
hu sban d . 
They d eclare there 
was n o motiv e 
whatev er that cou ld hav e led Mrs. 
Spragu e t<> commit the crime a.n d 
that fu rthermore they kn ow she is 
in n ocen t. 
They hav e rallied to her 
sid e of the case an d will go to an y 
len gth to help her ou t of her presen t 
d ifficu lty .

He chased the boy to learn Who com­ 
mitted the offen se an d fou n d it to be 
the son of Mr. an d Mrs. Joe Clev en ­ 
ger. 
He n otified the boy ’s paren ts. 
He then felt that he was d oomed for 
a series of accid en ts, » as the first on e 
had happen ed . 
When he retu rn ed to 
work after 
d in n er, the boy ’s father was waitin g 
for him an d 'had a complain t abou t 
Moon m.n i chasin g his son . 
The ar­ 
gu men t con tin u ed an d Clev en ger fin - 
ally mad e at Moorman with an open 
kn ife, attemptin g to stab him. Moor­ 
man d od ged an d settled the con tro­ 
v ersy by strikin g Clev en ger ov er the 
head with a hoe han d le. 
To ad d to the two other ex peri­ 
en ces Moorman was rid in g d own Main 
street on his motorcy cle Satu rd ay a f­ 
tern oon throu gh the bu sin ess section 
of the city , when he ran in to Prose­ 
cu tor Den n is O’Neil. 
He was ru n ­ 
n in g slowly an d attempted to d od ge 
the official, bu t to n o av ail. He threw 
on his brake in time to av oid bad ly 
in ju rin g the prosecu tor. 
Prev iou s to that he barely escaped 
bein g ru n d own by an I. & C. traction 
car. 
Du rin g the moon hou r he was 
crossin g the track in Sev en th street 
at the in tersection of Posey ’s lan e, 
when he glan ced u p an d saw a west­ 
bou n d car bearin g d own u pon him. 
He pu t otn the brake of his machin e 
an d threw it to on e sid e, n arrowly 
av oid in g bein g stru ck by the car. He 
was slightly bru ised by the fall.

Sev ern I boy s 
wav ed to him in time to stop the ma­ 
chin e before he rod e in the d irect 
path of the train .

n essed the n ear accid en t say 'that he 
wou ld hav e been killed , ¡had he n ot 
been warn ed . 
To cap the climax of u n fortu n ate 
ev en ts. Moorman » collid ed with an au ­ 
tomobile while ou t rid in g on his mo­ 
torbike y esterd ay aftern oon . He felt 
that trou ble an d he wou ld separate 
when Satu rd ay had passed , bu t su ch 
was !*gt the case. While he was rid ­ 
in g n ortff Trf the city y esterd ay af­ 
tern oon , an u n kn own au toist ran his 
macihin e arou n d in the path of Moor­ 
man ’s machin e, cau sin g a collision . 
Moorman was thrown off an d bru ised 
an d the au tomobile was d riv en ov er 
his machin e, breakin g it in sev eral 
places

HEAT AND COLD. 


The 
Range 
Between 
Liquid 
H elium 
and th e A rc Light. 
Hav e y ou uev eT wondered on some 
terribly cold winter day , when the 
falling tem perature had long since 
passed the zero mark, if it could i>os 
sibly be any colder any where, and then, 
when summer comes and the mercury 
is apparently 
uev er going to stop 
climbing, y ou cannot imagine how any 
thing could be hotter or more uncoin 
fortable? 
Fortunately we liv e in a world where j 
the temperature seldom ex ceeds the j 
limits of. say . 50 degrees below zero 
Fahrenheit 
and 
110 
abov e. 
This 
seems a tremendous range of tempera 
ture, but it is only triv ial compared 
with that found on ev ery side in na­ 
ture or in the laboratory . 
Why , this 
100 degrees is less than the range 
through which a dish of cold water is 
heated when y ou place it on the stov e 
to boil 
A moment's thought of some of these 
higher and lower tem peratures is well 
worth while. 
Liq uid air at 312 de­ 
grees below zero is cold, but liq uid 
hy drogen at 421 is still colder, while 
liq uid helium at 451 below zero is the 
coldest thing we know of. 
Going the 
other way , lead melts at 020 degrees 
abov e zero 
Fahrenheit, 
while gold 
remains solid up to a bright red h eat 
or 1.9 40 degrees. 
A good furnace fire 
may get sev eral hundred degrees hot­ 
ter than this. 
Platinum, one of the 
most refractory of metals, melts only 
when intensely white hot at a tem­ 
perature of 3,230, but ev en this is 100 
degrees or so less than the tempera­ 
ture of the flame on y our gas stov e. 
T he.hotter a body is the more light 
it giv es, so toe tungsten lamp filament, 
which runs at about 4 .5 00 degrees, 
giv es a brighter and whiter light than 
the carbou filament at 3,5 00. The elec­ 
tric arc giv es still more lig ht for a 
giv en amount of current consumed 
and generates a tem perature not far 
from 7 ,200 degrees Fahrenheit. This is 
th a highest tem perature we can pro­ 
duce artificially . No metal known can 
stand this terrible heat, and ev en most 
refractory substances, such as carbon, 
are v olatilized by it. 
But. while the arc Is indeed hot. it is 
by no means the highest tem perature 
to be found in nature. There are the 
best of reasons for believ ing that the 
tem perature of the sun is some 12,000 
degrees or more, and 
it is probable 
that some of the stars are still hotter. 
This great heat ex plains the almost 
unbeliev able fact, found by Lang ley , 
that sunlight is 5 ,000 times brighter 
than the dazzling stream of molten 
metal from a Bessemer conv erter.— 
New York Tribune.

battle between Mexican fed eral troops 
an d the in surrectos at Agua Prieta is 
awaited in Washin gton . 
Man y bul­ 
letin s have been received by the war 
d epartm en t tellin g of skirm ishes be­ 
tween the outposts of the combatan ts 
an d pred ictin g an early en gagemen t 
The seriousn ess with which the situa­ 
tion on the bord er is regard ed is in d i­ 
cated by the fact that Presid en t Taft 
himself ord ered all war d epartm en t 
bulletin s sen t to the W hite House. 
The war d epartm en t’s messages said 
that 1,000 in surrectos were hold in g 
Agua Prieta an d were erectin g in ­ 
tren ch men ts parallel to the in tern a­ 
tion al boun d ary lin e, some of them 
on ly about 100 feet from the lin e. The 
fed eral force, accord in g to the bulle­ 
tin s, n umbers 1*400 men , an d is ad ­ 
van cin g from the south. 
Colon el Shun k, who is comman d in g 
the American forces at Douglas, fear­ 
in g a repetition of last Thursd ay^ oc­ 
curren ces, when two American s were 
killed an d eleven woun d ed by stray 
Mexican bullets, wired to the war d e­ 
partm en t for in struction s. He was or- 
ord ered 
un d er 
n o 
con d ition s 
to 
allow an y American officer or troops 
to cross the bord er. 
He was com­ 
man d ed simply to preserve n eutrality, 
preven t the people of Douglas from 
un n ecessarily exposin g their lives, an d 
to d isarm 
an d 
hold an y 
Mexican 
troops, regular or in surrecto, 
who 
came across the lin e. 
The war d epartmen t ord ered Shun k 
also to con vey again to the comman d ­ 
ers of the Mexican forces the warn ­ 
in g of this govern men t again st jeop­ 
ard izin g lives on American soil. 
Col­ 
on el Shun k sen t a civilian emissary 
carryin g an American flag to the fed ­ 
eral comman d er with this message, 
an d received in reply assuran ces that 
the Mexican regular troops would d o 
everythin g possible to respect this 
govern men t’s request. 
The 
American 
comman d er 
also 
aerved n otice on the in surrectos that 
they must n ot erect ln tren chm en ts in 
a way that would d raw the fire of the 
fed eral troops on Douglas. 
The, in ­ 
surrectos, by throwin g up fortifica­ 
tion s parallel to the boun d ary lin e, are 
apparen tly seekin g to em barrass the 
fed eral troops by complication s with 
the Un ited States. 
The situation at Douglas is farther 
complicated by the fact that man y cit­ 
izen s of that city have join ed the in ­ 
surrecto ran ks. 
Practically all the 
citizen s of Douglas are in sympathy 
with the in surrectos. 
The American 
force at Douglas d urin g the recen t 
fight con sisted of on e troop of cavalry, 
about forty-five men , in comman d of 
Captain Julian I. Gaujot of the First 
cavalry. 
The little ban d of cavalry­ 
men had all it could d o to restrain the 
crowd of about 1,000 citizen s of Doug­ 
las ’who were an xious to cross the lin e 
an d aid the rebels. 
Four ad d ition al 
troops of cavalry have been ord ered 
there to aid in preservin g n eutrality 
pen d in g the arrival of the Sixth cav- 
*l0V which has been ord ered to the 
bord er from Fort Des Moin es, la. 
In expectation of á ren ewal of hos­ 
tilities at Agua Prieta, the American 
Red Cross wired $2,500 to the local or­ 
gan ization at Douglas to care for 'the 
woun d ed .
